STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in their present amended forms have overcome Artiga Gonzales et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,528,474), a close prior art from the newly submitted IDS dated 7/24/08 
because even though this reference teaches spraying anionic surfactant acids (i.e., 
10.0wt%, 13.0 wt% , or 1 .8wt%), onto spray dried tower powder, which comprises 
anionic surfactants obtained from the neutralization of their acid precursors and excess 
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sodium carbonate, in a mixer, (see col. 4, lines 43-63; Example in col. 19, line 24 to col. 
20, line 27), Artiga Gonzalez fails to teach the recited amount of 25 wt% or more of 
anionic surfactant acids which is mixed to the spray dried particles containing the 
carbonate. Accordingly, the subject matter, as a whole, would not have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the detergent art.
